Matty people wrote in suggesting that they had property available, and 
we considered those in each instance. One of our basic criteria was 
the need to be within 10 mites or 20 mijaastes driving time from 
Wldte Itease. Therefore we did not consider the school at Oluey as 
this was ^tsMe td oar proposed radius, ft is my aaderstaadiaf that 
the Olaey school site is privately owned and is leased ^ the Govern- 
ment until 1954. We have had no indication that the owner or his 
agent wished to submit this property for our consideration. 

I deeply appreciate your eapression of pride to ttoi d«vel<^pment 
of CIA, and your more than kind comments coneemtog aU of us here. 

I hope we will never give you any reason to think otherwise. We are 
trying every day to make a better record because we feel, in our 
business, that we can never level off -- w« must always strive to ^t 
more sito better totelUg^ce.
